U. S. RAILROAD LABOR BOARD AGAINST WAGE CUT 


Candling 


Board Holds That To Cut Wages Without Evi- 


dence and Careful Consideration As Urged 
By Railroda Executives Would Be Frustra- 
tion of Purposes of Transportation Act. 


APPEAL OF EXECUTIVES IS REJECTED 


CHICAGO, February 10—The 
United 
States 


Labor Board today rejected the appeal of the Asso- 
caiticn of Railroad Executives to abrogate the work- 
ing agreement and also refused authority to cut the 


wages of railroad laborers. 


"It is obvious that the government cannot as- 


sume, without evidence of justice and reasonableness, 
in considring the rules and working conditions in ef- 
fect on the railroads as of December 31, 1917, that 
such an agreement, rules and working conditions were 
constitutionally just and reasonable for the workers 
today. To make at this time such a decision without 
evidence and careful consideration would be an abdi- 
cation of the functions of this board and would frus- 
trate the purposes of the transportation act." 


CHICAGO, February 10—The battle of labor with cap- 


ital comes to a show down today when the railroad unions, 
with a membership of over two millions, through their repre- 
sentatives, will appear before the United States Railroad La- 
bor Board to fight the wage reduction asked by the railroad 
owners. Flanked by Frank Walsh, labor lawyer and W. J. 
Lauck, labor's official statistician, B. M. Jewell, head of the 
Railroad Shop Mens Union, will appear today 
before the 


Railroad Labor Board. 


Jewell will refute the charge of W. W. Atterbury spokes-

LIQUOR CONSUMPTION WILL BE LESS 


THAN ONE MILLION GALLONS PER MONTH 


WASHINGTON, February 10—Liquor consumption will 


be reduced to less than one million gallons a month in the 
United States during 1921 Federal Prohibition Commissioner 
John F. Kramer predicted today. The United States con- 
sumption just now each month is nothing Kramer pointed out 
as a result of his order temporarily prohibiting withdrawals 
from bonded warehouses. 
During 1920 withdrawals totalled 


159,000,000 gallons according to William Williams, chief of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and boss of Commissioner Kramer. 
"Now 
with our new regulations we ought to be able to reduce 


withdrawals to bare medicinal purposes." This would be a 
reduction of two million gallons a month compared with 1920. 


A large part of the 1920 withdrawals fell into the hands 


fo boot leggers who sold it at mammoth prices. This year 
boot leggers will find it very difficult to get their supplies.

A. Howard, the famous scientist of 
South Easton, Mass. 


•"When grown under proper con- 


ditions oi soil and cultivation it 
requires but three or five days from 
the dropping of the blossom to the 
table according to the climate in 
which the cucumbers are grown. 


To Distribute Seeds Later, 


When grown under these condi- 


tions, the day the blossoms drop 
from the vine, the tiny cucumbers 


• appear, and on that first day fre- 


quently reach an inch in length. 
On the second day, they are found 
to be greatly increased in size. On 
the third to fifth day they are of a 
size suitable for table use, and are 
then at their best, although they 
have not then attained full size. 


' 
The texture of the flesh ot the 


cucumber is described as infinitely 
more delicate and crisp than that 
of any other cucumber. This is due 
to its startlingly rapid growth. 
The fibers have no time to devslop 
as in the case of slow growing cu- 
cumbers.
